WHAT IS SIN? 

Our sou! is “s little less than the angels’ when in 
possession of Sanctifying Grace: it is only a little less than 
the devil's when it is in mortal sin. Therefore, the one thing 
which we must avoid in order to please God in this world 
and to attain eternal salvation, is sin. 

(1) What is Sin? We have grown familiar with the 
word that it does not terrify us. Yet is is defined as a wilful 
violation of a law of God, our Creator. It is more than a 
violation of God's law, it is rebellion, His law 
transgressed in His very presence. Mortal sin and grace are 
the antithesis. one of the other. They are like light and dark- 
ness; they cannot co-exist in the soul at the same time. When 
I commit mortal sin grace must go. Only when mortal sin is 
removed can grace return. 

(2) There are various ways of measuring the malice of 
sin. Its heinousness is not measured by the time it takes to 
commit it, but by the majesty and holiness of God; by the 
value of graee, (to which we referred above); by the grand- 
éur of Heaven; by the terrors of Hell; by the Incarnation and 
the priceless Redemption of the Son of God. The Creator 
commands, the creature refuses to obey. The infinite God of 
Heaven imposes a law. and the insignificant worm of the 
earth defies Him.
